Thus the failure of some to meet their 
obligations entails upon others who 
would pay, deprivation. Restricted 
credit based upon the capacity and wil- 
lingness of the individual to meet his 
Obligations is not absolutely wrong. 
When tke merchant goesto the bank to 
obtain money he gets it on good 
paper. When he sells _his 
goods on credit to his 
customers, without regard to their ability 
tc pay, be in effect loans hismoney without 
security. And though the man who ob- 
tains goods on credit and pays for them, 
pays more for them than he otherwise 
would, the merchant hazards the loss of 
principal, interest aud profit in giving 
indiscriminste credit. 

The proper course is to get along 
without credit, but if it has to be re- 
sorted to, let it be restricted by the mer- 
chant to the capacity of the nadividual to 
meet his obligations, and by the indi- 
vidual to the purchase of only what is 
essentially necessary. It is not possible 
for a man to produce all that his natural 
wants demand, and hence we are 
mutually dependent upon each 
other in many respects. 
In the interchange of articles between 
each other a quid pro quo is absolutely 
neceasary, aud hence we must produce 
something. When we produce some- 
thing, and restrict ourselves to our nat- 
ural wants, we will be able to meet our 
obligations. Produce ther all you can, 
buy only what your natural wants re- 
quire, and what you can pay for; econ- 
omise, and aave scmething every day. 
The logical sequence of the failures of 
merchants and business men is economy 
and thrift. Failures may,cause tempo- 
rary depression and suffering, but they 
arc not an unmixed evil. If iy a people 
will profit by their teaching, we will-be 
able to “pluck safety from the nettle 
danger.” Let us as merchants, farmere, 
mechanics and professional men, turn 
over a new leaf in the diary of life and 
inacribe upon it, ‘economy and inde- 
pendence,”’

Horrible Butchery ofthe Khedive’s 
Soldiers by the Abyszinians.

New Yor, December 25.—The Weser 
Zeitung of Bremen, contains the follow- 
ing account of the capture and massacre 
of a detachment of the Egyptian troops 
by the Abyssinians. It wus biicfly re- 
ported some time ago by cable: An ex- 
pedition of about 2,000 men were sent by 
the khedive,under the command of Gen, 
Arendrof, a Dane to subjugate the Abys- 
einians, was drawn inte ambush and 
nearly every man slaughtered. Gen. 
Arendrof, Rant Pasha, nephew of Nu- 
ban Pasha, and many other officers 
were literally hacked in pieces, Their 
heads were stuckon spears before the 
Abyssinians’ tents, and their bodies left 
to the wild beasts. McKillop Pasha is 
said to be alive. Of the prisoner, Col. 
Ruth, the American, nothing is known, 
and only one officer, Schineizer,escaped. 
An expedition comprising 12,000 men, 
infantry, cavalry and artillery, isto set 
out from Cairo without delay, and will 
be joined by every American officer in 
the Egyptian service, including Col.

The History of Zero, 


“Zero,” on the common thermometer, 
like the fanciful name of constellations, 
isa curiousiastance of the way wise 
men’s errors are made immortal by be- 
coming popular. It may be worth while 
to say that the work itself (Zero) comes 
to us through the Spanish from the Arab- 
ic, and means empty, hence nothing. In 
expressions like ‘‘ninety deg. Fahr.” 
the abbreviation Fahr. stands for Fahr- 
enheit, a Prussian merchant of Danizic, 
on the shoreofthe Baltic ses. His full 
name wai Gabrel Damel Fahrenheit. 
From a boy he wus a close observer of 
nature, and when only nineteen years 
Old, inthe remarkably cold winter of 
1709, he experimented by putting snow 
and salt together, and noticed that it 
produced a degree of cold equal to the 
coldest day of winter. | 

As that day wasthe coldest day that 
the oldest inhabitant could remember, 
Gabriel was the more struck with the co- 
incidence of his little scientific discovery, 
and hastily concluded that he had found 
the lowest degree of temperature known 
in the world, either natural or artificial.

Our nation began to use Fahrenheit’s 
thermometer about the middle of the 
last century, or not far from that time 
when the old style was exchanged for 
the new style of writing dats. 

The three countries which use Fahren- 
heit are land, England and America. 
Russia ‘Holland use Reaumer’s ther: 
mometer, m which the boiling point is 
counted eighty degrees above the freez: 
ing point. France usesthe centigrade 
thermometer, socalled because it marks 
the boiling point 100 degrees from the 
freezing point.
